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TO  THE  CHAIBMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEEo 
• Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  I960  on  the  health 
of  this  towHo 

I have  again  included  details  of  my  work  in  the  Elland  Urban  District 
as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council o In  this 
way  it  is  possible  to  get  a more  complete  picture  of  the  health  services 
of  the  district o 

The  birth  rate  of  15  per  thousand  shows  a considerable  drop  on  last 
year's  record  rate  of  l6o2,  and  our  adjusted  birth  rate  of  15o8  is  again 
well  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  death  rajie  is  also  lower 
this  year,  being  14,  but  our  adjusted  death  rate  of  13 c4  is  higher  than 
that  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelitis  continued,  although  the  number  of  adults  coming  forward  for 
Poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  disappointing,  and  of  these  diseases,  only 
cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  reported.  As  last  year,  there  was  little 
infectious  diseas eo  This  was  not  a Measles  year,  and  there  were  no  cases 
of  Dysentery  or  Food  Poisoning  notified. 

For  the  first  time  for  many  years,  we  have  been  fully  staffed  with 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  our  two  student  Inspectors  are  becoming 
increasingly  useful.  With  the  full  staffing  of  this  Department,  it  has 
been  possible  to  carry  out  properly  the  supervision  of  food  premises  and  to 
undertake  a great  deal  more  work  in  regard  to  atmospheric  pollution, 
including  a detailed  survey  of  all  the  industrial  boiler  plants  at  the 
factories  in  the  Council's  area.  Recently,  we  have  been  extremely  worried 
about  the  new  Elland  Power  Station,  from  which  there  has  been  considerable 
nuisance  arising  from  deposits  of  ash,  and  a deputation  of  the  Council  paid 
a visit  to  the  Power  Station,  where  evidence  of  a desire  to  co-operate  in 
eliminating  this  nuisance  was  evinced.  This  is  a matter  which  we  cannot 
view  with  insouciance,  despite  the  fact  that  the  danger  to  health  from  these 
deposits  may  be  small. 

During  the  year,  the  management  of  the  Brickworks  situated  at  the  other 
side  of  the  town  showed  evidence  of  their  co-operation  by  calling  in 
expert  opinion.  Investigations  showed  that  some  of  the  clay  used  in  this 
Brickworks  contained  a higher  than  usual  proportion  of  sulphur  and  they 
have  co-operated  by  stopping  the  use  of  this  clay  unadulterated.  We 
believe  this  has  resulted  in  some  improvement.  A suggestion  has  been  made 
for  the  establishment  of  a new  brickworks  which  will  reduce  smoke  emission 
to  a minimum.  Anything  which  can  be  done  to  reduce  any  nuisance  arising 
from  these  Works,  which  have  been  a considerable  source  of  trouble  in  the 
past,  will  be  welcomed. 

In  1961,  a start  is  being  made  on  our  programme  for  smoke  control  areas 
under  the  Glean  Air  Act,  and  the  three  Housing  Estates  at  Greetland,  Stainiand 
and  Victoria  and  Park  Avenues,  comprising  over  300  premises,  all  owned  by  the 
Council,  contain  the  first  premises  to  be  dealt  with.  For  this  reason,  it 
is  natural  that  we  are  especially  anxious  that  all  smoke  from  industrial 
premises  that  can  be  eliminated  is  eliminated.  It  is  particularly  distressing 
to  us  that  new  premises  of  the  Electricity  Board  should  add  to  our  worries. 

It  is  true,  of  course,  that  the  records  in  Elland  are  no  worse  than  in  many 
other  West  Riding  towns,  and  that  at  least  half  the  pollution  that  exists  now 
comes  from  open  fires,  but  it  will  be  difficult  to  convince  members  of  the 
public  that  the  small  chimney  is  an  important  contributor  when  they  see  large 
deposits  obviously  coming  from  other  sources,  and  both  literally  and 
metaphorically,  the  two  premises  mentioned  will  colour  the  public's  attitude 
to  our  attempts  to  render  Elland  a smoke-free  town. 

Last  year,  I mentioned  how  much  we  welcomed  the  desire  of  the  Council  to 
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develop  and  improve  the  towno  We  had  hoped  that  we  could  make  a bigger 
contribution  to  the  fulfilment  of  this  desire  to  remove  more  of  the  houses 
which  are  unfit  for  human  habitation <>  The  end  of  I960  saw  the  completion 
of  the  first  five  years  of  the  programme  o During  the  first  five  years  j,  it 
was  proposed  that  we  would  take  260  houses^  emd  in  making  these  proposals 
we  estimated  that  the  Council  would  provide  approximately  150  houses ^ or 
30  houses  a year,  for  slum  clearance  purposes  in  the  first  five  yearsj 
assuming  that  110  families  would  rehouse  themselves  or  that  we  should  be 
dealing  with  empty  houses o In  actual  faet^  up  to  the  end  of  the  five 
years,  the  tenants  from  only  89  houses  have  been  rehoused  by  the  Council 
euid  did  not  attain  our  target.  It  is,  then,  very  gratifying  to  us  that 
the  Council  have  decided  to  embark  on  an  extensive  building  programme, 
despite  the  high  interest  rates  at  present  existing o I believe  that  this 
is  a necessary  and  wise  provisiono  It  would  not  appear  that  our  present 
affluent  society  will  be  content  with  a long  period  of  deflation  and  I 
think  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  costs  will  continue  to  rise  and 
that  houses  built  today  will  be  good  investment  in  the  years  to  come,  even 
if  we  feel  their  value  cannot  be  assessed  on  purely  economic  grounds o 
Elland  is  a town  of  full  employment  which  may  shortly  have  new  and  modem 
features  o It  would  only  be  proper  if,  along  with  a modem  town,  more 
people  were  housed  in  modem  dwellings  with  the  amenities  which  a present 
- day  family  are  entitled  to  expect » I consider  that  the  rehousing  of 
the  people  is  not  only  the  most  important  social  service  that  this  Council 
can  carry  out  but  would  also  be  an  investment  for  the  towno 

It  is  pleasant  to  record  that  the  Housing  Committee  fully  agree  with 
these  views,  and  I believe  we  shall  see  substantial  progress  in  the  years 
that  lie  immediately  ahead o 

Last  year,  I ventured  to  hope  that  the  Council  would  provide  a housing 
scheme  for  old  people  where  the  services  of  a warden  are  available.  Such  a 
scheme  has  now  been  proposed  and  I hope  very  much  that  it  will  provide 
flatlets  as  well  as  bungalows.  Bungalows  rehouse  two  people,  and  with  the 
increased  cost  of  housing,  the  Housing  Committee  is  obliged  to  be  reluctant 
to  house  one  person  in  a building  intended  for  two.  It  is  the  single  old 
person,  living  edone,  who  most  needs  the  services  of  a warden  for  it  is 
rare  that  the  other  member  of  the  family  cannot  summon  help  in  case  of  need® 
It  may  not  be  necessary,  either,  to  provide  a bathroom  for  every  single  old 
person's  dwelling.  With  the  decreased  activity  and  the  increasing 
difficulties  of  old  age,  daily  baths  are  not  taken  by  the  majority  of  old 
people.  A bed-sitting-room  with  a well  ventilated  cooking  annexe  and  a 
bathroom  for,  say,  four  dwellings,  may  well  properly  be  part  of  our  housing 
equipment  for  the  future.  I think  we  must  give  more  thought  to  the  sort 
of  bath  provided.  I should  like  to  see,  at  first  perhaps  as  a trial,  in 
one  or  two  blocks  of  old  people's  dwellings,  the  installation  of  shower 
baths,  where  the  users  can  be  seated.  This  may  not  at  first  be  readily 
acceptable  to  an  old  person  but  possibly  the  Old  People's  Welfare 
Committee  might  provide  for  them  mackintosh  head  coverings  as  an 
encouragement,  if  this  experiment  is  tried.  It  is  difficult  to  get  out  of 
a full-length  bath,  and  the  sitting  type  of  bath  leaves  a large  aff’ea  of 
the  body  uncovered  and  cold,  and  there  is  a tendency  for  old  people  to 
avoid  using  their  baths.  If  more  than  one  family  unit  are  using  the 
bathroom,  a shower  bath  would  seem  to  be  cleaner  as  well  as  warmer.  It 
may  be  that  the  conservatism  of  the  old  will  resist  any  such  innovations, 
but  I believe  that  this  is  a project  well  worthy  of  discussion,  and, 
indeed,  of  trial.  During  the  year,  I have  taken  the  opportunity,  when 
speaking  in  old  people's  clubs,  to  try  to  find  out  the  old  people's  own 
opinion  on  their  own  special  housing  needs  and  it  is  surprising  how  many  of 
them  would  welcome  a shower  bath  easily  controlled  with  proper  thermostatic 
valves  and  state  they  would  prefer  it  to  a sitting  bath.  I hope  that  when 
the  Council  introduce  flatlets  for  old  people,  they  will  think  carefully 
about  making  them  all -electric.  Many  of  the  old  people  suffer  from  defective 
smell,  and  some  of  them  are  forgetful.  A gas  tap  is  turned  on  and  an 
excursion  made  for  matches,  and  the  purpose  of  the  excursion  is  forgottdto. 
Although  tragedies  do  not  often  occur,  there  are  occasions  on  which  old 
people  are  exposed  to  iminent  danger  of  gas  poisoning. 
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With  the  r-eduetion  in  deaths j due  to  modern  methods  of  treatment^  the 
increasing  relative  importance  of  accidents  in  the  home  is  obvious o In 
addition  to.  the  fatal  accidents,  there  are  very  many  more  which  cause 
serious  injury,  particularly  in  the  young  and  the  oldo  With  the  help  of 
MTo  Whiting,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  a Home  Safety  Committee  was  formed 
in  i960,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Councillor  Mrs<,  West,  Vice-Chairman 
of  the  Health  Committee,  and  the  first  Elland  Home  Safety  Exhibition  was 
held  in  Juneo  The  Council  very  kindly  gave  us  the  use  of  their  newly 
acquired  premises  in  Coronation  Streeto  These  premises  provided  an 
excellent  setting  for  the  Exhibition  which  was  comparatively  well  attended 
and  was  well  supported  by  members  of  the  Council  on  the  opening  dayo  The 
Chairman  of  the  Council  opened  the  Exhibitiono  A children's  poster 
competition  was  held  in  conjunction  with  it  and  it  showed  a depth  of 
knowledge  by  the  children  which  was  very  gratifying  to  us  and  a great 
tribute  to  the  teachers  of  the  towuo  I hope  the  children  will  remember 
the  lessons  they  have  learned  in  childhood o 

For  a long  time,  it  has  been  felt  by  many  that  the  activities  for 
old  people  should  be  co-ordinated,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr« 
Whiting,  became  the  first  Secretary  of  the  Old  People “s  Welfare  Committee » 
He  has  been  ably  succeeded  by  the  present  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mto 
Thomas,  who  has  shown  a deep  interest  in  this  worko  The  Committee  has 
already  done  excellent  worko  It  has  been  able  to  provide  a chiropody 
services  for  all  the  old  people  in  Elland,  and  very  many  have  received 
undoubted  benefit  from  this  scheme o Although  the  expenses  of  providing 
this  schema  are  ultimately  reimbursed  by  the  County  Council,  necessarily 
considerable  outlay  is  undoubtedly  incurred  in  pajments  made  for 
reimbursement,  and  without  the  Old  People “s  Welfare  Committee,  the  scheme 
could  not  be  run  successfullyo  A similar  scheme  is  being  run  at  Greetland 
in  the  Old  People's  Club,  and  at  Stainland  and  West  Vale  independent 
chiropody  schemes  are  run  by  the  Old  People's  Club  and  the  Nurses* 
Endowment  Fundo 

The  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  also  made  preparations  for  the 
establishment  of  a centre  where  old  people  could  go  daily  for  tea®  It 
has  been  evident  by  the  goodwill  and  help  shown  by  the  many  Organisations 
in  the  town,  and  particularly  by  the  Women's  Orgeinisations,  that  in  Elland 
there  exists  a spirit  of  voluntary  service  of  which  the  town  can  be  proud. 
It  will  be  noted  that  the  Council  have  played  a great  part  in  these 
ventures  by  allowing  us  the  use  of  their  buildings  and  by  giving  every 
help  in  every  possible  wayo 

The  Council  have  also  agreed  that  the  County  Council  may  have  the 
use  of  Ellen  Royd  for  a new  child  welfare  centre,  and  we  hope  that  this 
building,  which  has  served  so  long  and  useful  as  a library,  will  have  the 
necessary  alterations  completed  at  an  early  datSo  There  has  been  some 
delay  as  we  were  anxious  that  a fully  equipped  dental  clinic  should  form 
part  of  the  new  child  welfare  ©entre  so  that  the  preventive  treatment  of 
dental  caries  can  be  carried  out  properlyo  One  of  the  worst  features  of 
this  affluent  society  is  that  children  generally  have  too  much  pocket 
money  to  spend  on  sweets,  biscuits  and  other  carbohydrates  and  that 
evidence  of  this  is  seen  in  the  condition  of  their  teeth. 

It  will  be  seen  that  Elland  Council  has  played  no  small  part  in  the 
encouragement  of  the  personal  health  services  of  this  town.  The 
enviromental  health  services,  under  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mto  Jackson,  have  made  good  progress  this  year,  and  there  is  little  reason 
to  believe  that  as  part  of  a larger  unit,  Elland  would  be  better  provided 
with  health  services.  Very  soon,  decisions  will  be  made  centrally  about 
the  future  of  this  town.  I have  every  confidence  that  id.th  the  existing 
staff  and  this  present  Council  and  the  good  relationship  with  the  County 
Council,  this  town  can  continue  to  serve  the  public  as  a unit  of 
administrationo 

In  conclusion,  1 should  like  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  Mesdames 
and  Gentlemen,  for  your  continued  support  during  the  year.  I should 
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also  like  to  thank  the  Clerk  and  the  Chief  Officials  of  the  Council 
for  the  help  which  has  been  given  on  many  occasions  to  this  department* 
The  staff  of  the  department  continued  to  work  together  as  a loyal  and 
courteous  team,  and  to  them  I owe  my  grateful  thanks  for  their 
cheerfulness,  energy  and  co-operation* 

Prevention  medicine  is  not  static  and  an  ever-widening  field  opens 
before  us,  but  with  their  help  and  your  support  we  shall  go  forward 
confidently.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  estimate  of  the  population  of  Elland  is  the  mid-year  estimate 
of  the  Registrar  General.  His  estimate  is  18,490,  as  compared  with 
18,580  for  1959 o He  considers,  therefore,  that  the  population  has 
decreased  by  ninety.  There  were  278  live  births  and  258  deaths,  so  that 
there  was  a natural  increase  in  the  population  of  twenty. 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  15.0  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  This  compares  with  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  of  16.2, 
and  is  0.9  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  This  crude  birth  rate 
has  to  be  adjusted  by  a comparability  factor  of  I.05  to  bring  it  into 
line  with  that  of  the  country  as  a whole,  and  this  gives  us  an  adjusted 
birth  rate  of  15.8.  This  compares  with  an  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the 
Administrative  County  of  17.1  and  a birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of 
17ol. 


There  were  twenty  illegitimate  births,  representing  7o2%  of  the  total 
live  births  and  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  1.08  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 

During  the  year,  there  were  five  stillbirths.  This  gives  a rate  of 
17.7  per  1,000  (live  and  still)  births.  The  County  rate  is  22.4  and  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  19.7. 

The  death  rate  for  the  Urban  District  is  14o0  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  This  is  0.7  below  the  figure  for  last  year.  The  comparability 
factor  for  obtaining  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  O.96  and  using  this  factor 
we  have  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  13o4o  This  compares  with  an  adjusted 
death  rate  of  12.6  for  the  Administrative  County  and  11.5  for  England  and 
Wales  o 


The  chief  causes  of  death  this  year  were,  in  order  of  frequency 

1.  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  - 100  (compared  with  II3  in  1959). 

2.  Cancer  =>  47  (compeared  with  55  in  1959). 

3o  Vasculeir  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  - 39  (compared  with  37  in  1959).

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Infant  Deaths 


There  were  three  infant  deaths  in  the  Urban  District  of  Elland 
during  I960  and  the  infant  death  rate  is  10 o 8 per  thousand  live  births o 
The  infant  death  rate  of  10 » 8 compares  with  the  rate  for  the  Administrative 
County  of  22o5  and  for  England  and  Wedes  of  21  <,7. 

Two  of  our  infant  deaths  were  neo-natalp  being  within  twelve  hours  of 
birth.  The  remaining  death,  at  eight  months,  was  from  Broncho-Pneumonia. 
This  was  a fulminating  case,  occurring  during  a particularly  cold  period 
in  February. 

Table  2 gives  details  of  the  three  infant  deaths  in  Elland,  and  the 
age  at  which  they  occurred.

Laboratory  Facilities o 

The  Public  Health  Laboratoryp  Wakefield,  continued  to  receive 
clinical  material  and  milk  samples  for  bacteriological  examination,  while 
chemical  analysis  was  carried  out  by  Messrs o Lea  and  Mallinder,  Public 
Analysts,  Halifax o 

Divisional  Ambulance  Service o 


I append  hereto  particulars  of  the  cases  transported  during  the 
yearo  The  figures  are  given  monthly,  and  the  total  for  last  year  is 
appended  in  brackets  after  the  total  in  each  lineo  This  table  applies 
to  the  whole  Divisiono  It  has  not  been  possible  to  split  the  Divisional 
figures  to  give  the  figures  for  Elland  alone o 

It  will  be  seen  this  year  that  more  out-patients  were  transported 
by  ambulance o Although  there  were  fewer  admissions,  there  were  more 
accident  cases  among  those  admissions o Fewer  patients  were  transported 
home,  and  less  cases  were  transferred®  There  were  also  fewer  emergencies. 

Nursing  in  the  Home® 

Until  1959,  we  had  had  a continual  increase  in  the  number  of  new 
cases  and  the  number  of  visits  being  made®  It  is  believed  that  this  was 
due  to  the  increasing  number  of  old  people  in  the  community,  but  in 
1959,  and  again  this  year,  there  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  of 
visits  and  it  was  possible  in  I960  to  transfer  permanently  the  Home  Nurse/ 
Midid-fe  to  full-time  midwifery®  It  will  be  seen  that  this  was  not  due 
to  more  patients  being  admitted  to  hospital,  where  indeed,  the  number 
of  admissions  was  less® 

Altogether,  11,435  visits  were  made  to  patients,  and  657  new  cases 
were  treated  during  the  year® 

Domestic  Help  Service® 

For  the  first  time  since  the  Home  Help  Service  began,  we  show  a 
decrease  instead  of  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Home  Help  hours  for 
domestic  cases®  This  is  not  due  to  a fall  in  demand  but  due  to  our 
inability  to  obtain  a sufficient  number  of  suitable  women  for  employment. 

As  is  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  there  was  no  unemployment  in  this 
area  during  I960,  and,  indeed,  there  was  a considerable  shortage  of  workers. 
The  competition  of  other  occupations  prevented  us  being  able  to  obtain 
sufficient  numbers  of  Home  Helps  to  cater  for  our  needs  and  it  has  been 
necessary  to  allocate  Home  Helps  on  a reduced  basis  for  domestic  cases. 

The  position  was  complicated  by  the  fact  that  there  was  an  increased 
demand  for  Home  Helps  for  maternity  cases,  so  leaving  us  less  Home  Helps 
available  for  domestic  cases®

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  105  cases  in  the  Elland  area  were  being 

provided  with  a Home  Help  aind  70  new  cases  were  attended  during  the  yeaXo  At 
the  end  of  the  year.  111  cases  were  still  being  attended® 

Of  the  175  cases  attended  during  I960,  I36  were  for  the  care  of  old 
people,  22  were  where  the  housewife  was  ill,  and  17  were  maternity  cases. 

In  14  of  the  maternity  cases,  the  Home  Help  was  provided  for  fourteen  days, 
and  in  two  others  the  patient  had  post=oatal  care  in  addition  to  the  14 
days®  A Home  Help  was  provided  in  one  case  for  postniatal  care  only. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres® 


The  Table  of  clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  is  appended  in  Table  5® 

No  new  clinic  has  been  opened  in  Elland  this  year,  and  the  clinic 
at  St®  Paul's  Methodist  School,  which  is  partially  undecrground  at  the 
rear  of  the  building,  was  still,  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year®  We  had 
hoped  that  work  would  have  been  started  on  adapting  the  old  Library 
buildings  at  Ellen  Royde  for  a modem  central  clinic  for  Elland.  The  delay 
was  partly  attributable  to  our  anxiety  to  ensure  that  provision  was 
made  in  the  new  clinic  for  dental  services  as  well  as  all  the  other  clinic 
services,  and  the  County  Council  agreed  that  this  should  be  so®  It  was 
thought  that  it  would  be  possible  to  provide  room  for  the  Hesdth 
Department  but  due  to  the  further  demand  on  the  building  by  the  provision 
of  dental  surgeries  and  a recovery  room,  the  increase  in  the 
accommodation  available  to  the  Health  Department  would  have  been  very 
little  more  than  the  present  building  which  has  the  advantage  of  being 
sited  along  with  the  other  departments  of  the  Urban  District,  and  the 
County  Council  have  agreed  that  the  space  available  shall  be  used  for  the 
provision  of  a flat  for  a midwife  or  a district  nurse®  The  plans  have  now 
been  approved  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  work  on  this  new  clinic 
will  commence  in  1961®  It  seems  unlikely,  however,  that  the  alterations 
will  be  completed  during  that  year® 

HOSPITALS . 

Infectious  Diseases® 


Cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  admitted  to  the  Northowram  Hall 
Hospital  amd  the  Leeds  Road  Isolation  Hospital® 

Tuberculosis® 

There  was  no  delay  in  admission  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  which  are 
usually  admitted  to  the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital®  This  Hospital  also 
took  cases  of  chronic  Chest  and  Heart  Diseases®  Now  that  the  incidence 
and  severity  of  Tuberculosis  has  been  cut  down  by  modern  drug  treatment 
and  preventive  measures,  the  relative  importance  of  other  chest  diseases 
has  increased;  particularly  is  this  so  with  Cancer  of  the  lung  in  males. 
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Northowram  Hall  Hospitalp  from  being  an  infectious  diseases  hospital,  had 
become  Very  largely  a sanatorium  and  now  is  taking  its  place  as  a hospital 
for  chest  and  heart  diseases o It  must  not  be  forgotten  however,  that  we 
still  have  a long  way  to  go  before  Tuberculosis  is  eliminated,  and  it  is 
important  that  cases  of  Tuberculosis  should  have  hospital  treatment  readily 
available o The  waiting  list  for  this  disease  must  never  be  allowed  to 
return o 

Maternity o 

The  hospital  accommodation  provided  for  maternity  cases  is  excellent 
in  this  areao  Some  of  our  cases  go  to  Huddersfield  and  Bradford,  but  the 
majority  are  delivered  in  the  Halifaoc  General  Hospital o All  maternity 
work  of  the  Halifax  Area  is  now  centralised  at  the  Halifax  General 
Hospitalo  This  Hospital  also  provides  us  with  a "Flying  Squad”  for  the 
provision  of  blood  transfusions  and  emergency  treatment  at  home  in  cases 
of  home  confinement o We  have  received  full  information  regarding  mothers 
and  babies  when  they  are  discharged  from  hospitalo 

Old  People o 

There  is  still  a great  shortage  of  hospital  accommodation  for  old 
people o Some  old  people  have  been  admitted  to  hospitals  in  Huddersfield 
and  Bradford  but  the  vast  majority  go  to  Sto  John“s  Hospital,  Halifax. 

This  hospital  is  always  full  and  always  has  a substantial  waiting  list. 

Many  of  the  old  people  who  require  hospital  admission  require  it 
urgently,  and  it  is  sad  indeed  that  old  people  living  alone  and  requiring 
skilled  nursing  attention  have  to  remain  for  long  periods  before  being 
admitted.  Other  old  people  who  have  relatives  who  are  willing  to  make 
substantial  sacrifices  to  look  after  them  have  even  less  chance  of 
eeirly  admission. 

In  August,  a Divisional  Nursing  Officer  was  appointed,  and  we  have 
been  able  to  make  arrangements  with  the  Physician  in  Charge  at  St.  John's 
Hospital  for  her  to  establish  a liaison  with  the  Hospital.  She  not  only 
is  able  to  visit  patients  who  have  been  admitted  prior  to  their  discharge, 
but  she  is  able  to  give  information  about  patients  who  are  awaiting 
admission  and  to  assist  him  in  deciding  on  priorities. 

With  regular  visiting  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  with  our  local 
knowledge,  we  are  able  to  help  considerably  in  the  assessment  of 
priorities  when  there  is  such  a shortage  of  beds.  Even  so,  the  waiting 
list  is  still  far  too  long  and  a great  burden  is  placed  not  only  on 
relatives  and  friends  but  on  our  domiciliary  services  and  on  the  General 
Medical  Practitioners. 

Naturally  enough,  when  people  have  had  to  wait  a long  time  for  the 
admission  of  their  elderly  relatives,  they  are  reluctant  for  them  to 
return  home  and  we  often  experience  great  difficulty  when  patients  are 
discharged  in  assuring  them  of  the  support  of  their  nearest  relatives. 
Consequently,  people  stay  in  old  people “s  hospitals  for  longer  than  they 
would  otherwise  have  to  do,  thus  making  the  vacancies  for  admission  even 
less.  The  Hospital  Authorities  try  to  obtain  a more  rapid  turnover  of 
cases  but  are  often  thwarted  by  anxious  relatives  who  remember  the 
difficulties  they  have  experienced  prior  to  admission. 

Old  people  know  that  admission  to  an  old  persons”  hospital  may  mean 
a long  period  of  stay  and  many  of  them  feel  that  they  xd.ll  never  be  able 
to  return  to  their  own  homes.  If  only  more  accommodation  for  old  people 
was  available,  I think  that  many  of  these  difficulties  would  be  solved. 
However,  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  the  old  lies  not  only  with  the 
hospital  services  but  in  the  provision  of  homes  and  other  facilities. 

I hope  very  much  that  a start  in  providing  a warden's  service  will  be 
made  in  Elland  in  the  near  future.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 


Health  Visitors o 

Miss  CoJo  Barker  was  appointed  as  our  first  Divisional  Nursing 
Officer  in  August^  I96O0  She  is  able  to  co-ordinate  the  services  of 
the  Health  Visitors 5,  the  District  Nurses  and  the  Midwives  and  to  help 
them  in  many  of  their  day-to-day  problems o Already^  she  has  become 
well-known  in  the  district  and  has  helped  further  in  the  inculcation 
of  the  team  spirit  which  is  so  necessary  in  the  domiciliary  field o 

Last  years,  I was  able  to  report  that  we  had  a full  health  visiting 
service  and  that  regular  day-to-day  visiting  was  continued  without 
interruption  by  an  excellent  and  experienced  teamo  It  was  unfortunate 
that  we  lost  Miss  Blanch  in  August  on  the  removal  of  herself  and  her 
family  to  Buckinghamshire  and  we  were  glad  to  welcome  Miss  Webb  as  a 
newly  - qualified  Health  Visitoro 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below  that  the  number  of  visits 
made  by  the  Health  Visitors  continues  to  increase  <>  The  only  respect 
in  which  there  is  a fall  from  last  year  is  the  visits  to  expectant 
mothersj,  which  has  been  consequent  upon  more  ante-natal  visits  being 
made  by  Midwives o Further  work  has  been  placed  on  the  Health  Visitors 
due  to  the  inaguration  of  a chiropody  service  in  March,  I96O0 
Altogether j,  almost  4OO  more  visits  were  made  this  year  than  last  and 
last  year  showed  an  increase  of  over  1,000  visits,  so  that  in  two  years 
the  number  of  visits  made  has  increased  by  l,500o  Even  so,  many  more 
visits  could  be  made  if  we  had  more  staff  and  the  Health  Visitor  has 
to  make  her  visits  in  relation  to  the  priority  required o I hope  the 
day  will  never  come  when  visits  to  the  elderly  are  made  at  the  expense 
of  the  young  families  <, 

Most  mothers  nowadays,  and  particularly  the  good  ones,  appreciate 
a visit  from  the  Health  Visitor®  Despite,  and  in  some  cases  because 
of,  the  multiplicity  of  advice  given  in  women's  journals  and  over  the 
radio  and  television,  the  young  mother  today  is  extremely  anxious  to 
do  her  best  for  her  child  and  the  visit  of  an  experienced  nurse  is  a 
most  important  one  if  only  to  give  the  mother  confidence » 

We  have  smaller  families  but  the  standard  of  child  care  of  these 
families  is  now  very  high  and  the  good  mother  welcomes,  and,  indeed, 
needs,  advice  just  as  the  less  careful  mother  doeso  Of  necessity, 
more  visits  have  to  be  made  to  neglectful  homes  or  to  homes  which  show 
a less  satisfactory  standard  of  maternal  care  but  it  is  essential  that 
all  homes  are  visited  and  it  is  rare  indeed  nowadays  that  the  Health 
Visitor  is  not  welcome  there®

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MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

As  we  were  unsuccessful  in  obtaining  a midwife  for  Elland  to  replace 
Mrs.  Crossley,  who  resigned  in  1958g  we  were  fortunate  that  Mrs.  Mager 
agreed  in  1959  to  undertedce  duties  as  full-time  midwife.  Mrs.  Mager  was 
previously  the  District  Nurse/Midwife  for  Stainland.  Her  district 
nursing  duties  have  been  taken  over  by  the  other  District  Nurses  to  leave 
Mrs.  Mager  free  to  do  full-time  midwifery . She  and  Miss  Sneezum,  who 
resides  in  Brighouse  but  who  is  employed  now  as  the  Elland  midwife have 
worked  together  excellently  as  a team  and  have  been  able  to  cope  with  the 
slightly  increased  demand  for  midwifery  services.  I hope  that  when  the 
new  clinic  is  completed  and  a flat  for  a nurse  becomes  available j we  shall 
be  able  to  obtain  the  services  of  a full-time  midwife  who  resides  in  the 
Elland  Urban  District. 

Of  the  two, hundred  euid  eighty-three  children  born  to  Elland 
residents  during  the  yearj,  114  were  bom  at  hotae.  This  figure 
does  not  give  a complete  picture  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  midwives , 
for  most  of  the  mothers  and  babies  were  discharged  from  hospital  long 
before  the  fourteenth  day  and  had  to  be  attended  subsequently  by  the 
domiciliary  midwife.

MENTAL  HEALTH 

Divisional  Psychiatric  Clinic® 

This  clinic  has  had  an  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  attending 
this  year,  and  the  number  of  attendances  has  gone  up  from  295  to  424. 
Consequently,  more  home  visits  in  connection  with  the  clinic  have  been 
made  by  the  Social  Worker®  The  number  of  voluntary  admissions  to 
hospitals  from  this  clinic  had  also  increased  considerably,  21  being 
admitted  as  against  eight  in  the  previous  year®  This  le^rge  number  of 
voluntary  admissions  is  a tribute  to  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist,  the 
patients"  own  Doctors  and  the  Social  Worker "s  persuasive  powers® 

Many  of  these  people  who  have  been  admitted  voluntarily  have  been  fairly 
early  cases  who  have  responded  well  to  the  treatment  given®  The  fear 
of  admission  to  mental  hospital  and  the  stigma  in  the  eyes  of  the  public 
attaching  to  anyone  who  has  been  in  a mental  hospital  are  gradually 
being  removed,  and  every  opportunity  has  been  taken  during  the  year  in 
talks  to  various  associations  to  foster  the  idea  that  mental  illness, 
like  physical  illness,  is  often  of  only  a temporary  nature  and  that 
convalescent  patients  from  mental  illness  require  the  same  consideration 
and  sympathy  as  other  patients  and  do  not  require  to  be  treated  as  a 
race  apart  who  have  permanently  fallen  behind  in  life"s  struggle® 
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Most  of  the  people  attending  our  Psychiatric  Clinic  have  been  people 
who  are  working  and  have  managed  to  continue  their  work  due  to  the  help 
given  at  this  Clinic  by  the  Psychiatrist o Our  Mental  Health  Social 
Worker  over  a period  of  time  has  come  to  know  many  of  the  patients 
intimately  and  they  are  able  to  discuss  with  her  their  problems  freely^ 
General  Medical  Practitioners  have  come  to  value  this  Clinic  and  to 
refer  cases  earliero 

The  new  advances  in  psychiatric  treatment  referred  to  in  the  report 
of  the  year's  work  by  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist^  Dr.,  Wilkinson^  have 
no  doubt  contributed  to  the  increased  readiness  by  Doctors  to  refer  their 
cases  and  the  greater  willingness  of  people  to  attendo  The  day  may  not 
be  so  far  distant  when  people  attend  a clinic  for  mental  illness  as 
readily  as  they  attend  the  out-^patient  department  of  a general  hospital 
in  general  medical  treatmento  At  presentj,  we  believe  that  the  holding

In  addition  to  the  increased  voluntary  admissions  during  the  year 
through  the  Psychiatric  CliniCs,  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer  also 
admitted  more  cases  o Mr«,  Johnsonj,  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer  for  this 
Divisiouj  has  dons  excellent  work  o¥'ar  a period  of  years  o He  is 
well4mo\m  in  the  district  as  a Welfare  Officer  and  hsuidles  people 
sympathetically  and  helpfully^,  and  this  experience  has  helped  him  in 
the  handling  of  mentally  ill  people o We  shall  be  losing  him  when  our 
full  staff  of  Mantal  Welfare  Officers  has  been  appointed  and  I think 
the  time  is  appropriate  to  pay  a tribute  to  the  excellent  work  he  has 
done  in  this  service o

"This  Clinic  has  continued  to  function  during  the  past 
year.  At  present^  the  type  of  work  there  can  be  classified 

as  follows 

(1)  Cases  referred  by  the  family  doctors  for  assessment  suid 
advice  with  regard  to  further  care  and  treatmento  Some 
of  these  cases  may  need  immediate  in=patient  treatment^ 
but  the  majority  can  be  cared  for  on  an  out=pati0nt  basis o 

(2)  Cases  being  followed  up  after  a period  of  hospital 
treatment.  The  aim  here  is  to  maintain  a level  of 
improvement  and  prevent  re^admission  to  hospital, 

"During  recent  years  there  has  been  a gradual  change  in  outlook 
with  regard  to  the  care  of  psychiatric  cases.  The  emphasis 
has  gradually  shifted  from  the  mental  hospital  and  custodian 
care 9 to  looking  after  the  patient  whilst  he  continues  to  live 
in  his  home  surroundings.  Some  forms  of  treatmentp  however^ 
can  only  be  carried  out  in  hospital  9 and  usually  the  more 
acutely  ill  will  continue  to  need  in-patient  treatment.  The 
great  majority  of  the  remainder  of  the  patients  are  being 
treated  quite  adequately  as  out-patients, 

"Great  advances  have  been  made  in  the  medical  treatment 
of  psychiatric  cases  during  recent  years  and  drugs  are 
continually  brought  forward  which  help  greatly  in  the 
management  of  such  cases.  For  instance 9 a new  series  of 
compounds  have  appeared  which  help  greatly  with  depressive 
illnossttSp  vrfiich  are  very  common  illlnesses  in  medical 
practice.  Patients  under  these  forms  of  treatment  of  course 
need  very  careful  medical  supervision  and  this  forms  part  of 
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the  routine  work  of  the  Brighouse  Out-Patient  Clinic « 

"It  will  be  seen  that  with  this  shift  of  emphasis, 
the  out-patient  facilities  for  psychiatric  cases  will  need 
to  be  greatly  extended  during  the  forthcoming  years*  If 
this  is  possible  it  is  hoped  that  more  and  more  cases  will 
be  seen  at  an  early  stage  in  their  development*  In  this 
way,  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  prevent  more 
acute  symptoms  developing,  which  will  tend  to  reduce  the 
number  of  patients  needing  to  be  admitted  to  hospital. 

"In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to 
Dr*  Appleton  for  his  continual  encouragement  at  the  Clinic 
and  also  to  Miss  Wroe  for  her  unfailing  skill  and  help" * 

At  48  sessions,  77  new  cases  have  attended,  the  total  number  of

Mental  Health  Preventive  Service. 

The  statistics  relating  to  the  Divisional  Mental  Health  Preventive 
Service  are  given  below.  The  Social  Worker's  figure  are  given  in  two 
groups,  those  dealt  with  up  to  the  31st  October  and  those  dealt  with 
since  the  implementation  of  the  Mental  Health  Act* 

The  changeover  was  a smooth  one*  Eventually,  we  are  to  have  one 
Mental  Welfare  Officer  for  this  Division  and  one  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
shared  with  neighbouring  Division  19*  A senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
has  been  appointed  for  seven  Divisions  and  he  is  at  present  stationed 
in  our  area*  This  Officer,  Mr,  Parkinson,  was  already  well-known  to 
us  and  we  were  glad  to  welcome  him*  Meanwhile,  until  we  obtain  our 
full  staff,  it  has  been  necessary  for  Miss  Wroe,  who  is  now  designated 
as  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  to  continue  working  in  both  Divisions  and 
for  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer  to  continue  for  the  time  being  until 
we  obtain  our  new  Officer*

The  Training  Centre  has  continued  to  do  very  satisfactory  worko 
Miss  Taylor  was  appointed  as  Supervisor  on  the  resignation  of  MrSo 
Bateson  and  has  continued  the  duties  of  the  Centre  with  more 
concentration  on  activity  than  on  handicrafts o A good  deal  of 
attention  is  being  paid  to  colour  and  many  of  the  children  have 
responded  very  well  to  training  in  painting o They  have  been  helped 
in  this  by  the  decoration  of  the  Centre,  which  since  Easter  has 
presented  a bright  and  cheerful  appearance o 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  thirty  on  the  register o 
Nine  were  admitted  and  five  discharged,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  thirty ^f our  on  the  register,, 

An  Open  Day  was  held  early  in  the  year  to  allow  the  parents  and 
staff  to  meet  and  to  get  an  opportunity  to  discuss  problems  with  them 
and  to  introduce  them  to  the  new  Supervisor o May  Day  was  celebrated 
by  the  crowning  of  a May  Queen,  and  the  children  enjoyed  this  dressing 
up  very  much  and  danced  joyously  around  the  Maypole o The  day  excursion 
to  Filey  proved  highly  success fulo  In  connection  with  the  World  Mental 
Health  Year,  another  open  day  was  held  in  Julyo  We  had  demonstrations 
of  speech  training,  number  work,  singing,  apparatus  work  and  percussion 
bando  During  the  day,  about  forty  people  attended,  many  of  whom  were 
previously  unacquainted  with  the  work  carried  outo 
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On  the  4th  November,  the  children  were  given  a display  of  fireworks 
in  the  garden o The  Annual  Open  Day  was  held  in  November,  when  the  Mayor 

and  Mayoress  of  Brighouse  attended  and  handwork  was  on  display,  all  of 
which  was  soldo  Following  this,  there  was  a short  concert  by  the  children, 
which  showed  the  great  improvement  made  in  activity o The  usual  Christmas 
Party  was  held  in  December o 

The  work  programme  for  I960  has  been  mainly  concerned  with  speech 
training,  art,  domestic  work,  cookery,  personal  hygiene,  musical  activities 
and  physical  education..  The  children  have  worked  hard  and  have  apparently 
enjoyed  their  activities,  and  it  has  been,  in  my  opinion,  our  most 
successful  yearo 

Mental  Deficiency o 

Regular  visits  were  made  by  the  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  to  all 
defectives  in  the  area  who  are  under  supervision.  The  figures  given  in 
the  report  are  for  the  whole  Division;  it  has  not  been  thought  desirable 
to  split  them  into  different  districts.  The  number  of  defectives  under 
supervision  at  the  31st  October,  I960,  was  as  follows: -

It  will  be  seen  that  eighty -five  defectives (thirty -five  male  and 
twenty =seven  female  adults  and  elwen  male  and  twelve  female  children) 
were  under  some  form  of  supervision.  Eight  defectives  (two  males  and 
six  females ) were  placed  on  the  register  during  the  year,  and  four  were 
removed  (two  males  and  two  females).  One  of  the  females  left  the 
district,  and  the  other  three  defectives  were  admitted  to  Hospitals  and 
Institutions , 

The  following  are  the  particulars  of  adults  under  supervision  at  the 
end  of  the  year; - 

Thirtyniine  defectives  were  in  regular  gainful  employment  (twenty- 
seven  males  and  twelve  females ),  seven  males  being  employed  in  the 
textile  industry,  seventeen  as  labourers,  one  as  a farm  labourer,  one  as 
a builder's  labourer,  and  one  working  for  his  father.  Of  the  females, 
nine  were  employed  in  Ibe  textile  industry  and  three  on  laundry  and 
domestic  work.  Six  female  defectives  were  occupied  at  home  in  household 
tasks  and  handwork,  and  two  male  defectives  assisted  their  parents  in  the 
home.  Two  female  defectives  are  suffering  from  crippling  defects  which 
prevent  their  employment,  and  another  six  defectives  (four  male  and  two 
female)  did  not  follow  any  occupation.  Two  males  over  sixteen  attended 
an  industrial  centre  and  five  females  over  sixteen  attended  our  training 
centre. 

Of  the  twenty-three  children,  one  female  was  in  gainful  employment, 
and  nineteen  (eleven  males  and  eight  females)  attended  the  Training  Centre. 
Three  female  defectives  were  unable  to  follow  any  emplojnnent.

W at-er  Supply  o 


It  is  estimated  that  98%  of  the  inhabited  houses  of  the  Urban 
District  are  now  on  the  public  water  supply o The  remaining  houses 
have  private  supplies  derived  from  springs  and  wells,  the  majority 
of  which  are  liable  to  contamination,, 

80%  of  the  houses  on  public  water  supply  are  supplied  by  Halifax 
Corporation  and  4%  hy  Huddersfield  Corporation,  the  remaining  16% 
being  supplied  from  our  own  reservoirs  at  Coldacre  and  Upper  Greetland. 

The  public  water  supply  from  Halifax  and  Huddersfield  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quantity  and  quality e Bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis 
of  the  water  from  our  reservoirs  have  been  satisfactory o 

In  the  accompanying  table,  a record  of  the  laboratory  examination 
of  the  public  water  supply  at  Upper  Greetland  is  giveno  This  water  supply 
was  of  great  concern  to  us  because  of  its  plumbo-solvencyo  It  will  be 
noted  that  since  steps  were  taken  in  1954?  we  have  had  more  satisfactory 
results o 

Drainage  and  Sewerage o 

Of  the  460  houses  still  not  connected  to  a sewer,  over  3OO  are  not 
on  the  water  carriage  systemo  The  conversion  scheme  begun  in  1955  has 
been  very  successful  but  its  task  is  nearing  completion  and  it  is 
estimated  that  I50  of  the  251  pails  and  closets  still  in  use  ceinnot  be 
converted  to  WoCo®s  owing  to  lack  of  public  sewers  in  the  vicinity® 
Following  a report  on  this  position  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council 
decided  to  make  a grant  up  to  half  the  cost  for  the  provision  of  septic 
tanks  and  filters  in  such  cases  as  were  considered  to  be  suitable®  The 
remaining  pails  and  privies  which  can  be  converted  are  more  difficult 
and  more  expensive®

These  figures  reflect  the  change  in  the  temperature®  I960  was  not 
a year  noted  for  sunshine  and  perhaps  it  is  noteworthy  that  the  only 
figures  to  show  an  increase  on  last  year  were  the  foam  and  steam  baths 
taken,  which  were  more  than  doubled® 
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HOUSING. 


At  the  end  of  I960,  424  post-war  Council  houses  had  been  erected  in 
the  Elland  Urban  District o This  gives  an  average  of  28  new  Council  houses 
each  year  for  the  fifteen  years.  If,  however,  we  eliminate  1946  and  1947 
when  the  housing  programme  in  Elland  had  not  really  got  going, (only  5 
houses  were  built  in  1947  and  none  at  all  in  1946),  we  obtain  an  average 
figure  of  32  per  year.  The  position  yesLT  by  year  is  as  follows: -

In  addition,  eleven  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  in  I960, 

All  the  Council  houses  were  built  at  West  View,  Stainland.  The  proposals 
for  1961  are  for  the  completion  of  the  remaining  16  bungalows  at  School 
Street,  Greetland.  There  is  undoubtedly  a great  need  in  the  area  for  the 
provision  of  bungalows  and  accommodation  for  single  persons.  Many  of 
the  families  occupying  property  scheduled  for  slum  clearance  are  necessarily 
small  units,  as  many  of  the  larger  families  have  already  been  rehoused  by 
the  Council. 


It  will  be  seen  that  in  only  three  of  these  years  have  we  completed 
over  forty  houses  ->  in  194S,  1951  and  1954  = and  ny  estimate  of  the 

requirements  is  at  least  fifty  houses  a year,  if  the  Council  are  to 

provide  for  slum  clearance  and  some  houses  for  the  normal  requirements 
of  the  young  people  starting  out  on  married  life. 

The  housing  of  the  people  is,  perhaps,  the  most  important  social 
service  left  to  local  districts  and  members  of  the  Council  will  be  well 
aware  of  our  local  needs  in  this  respect.  It  is  true  that  the  population 
of  this  district  is  falling  and  I believe  that  some  of  this  fall  is  due 
to  the  inability  of  people  to  find  houses  in  the  district.  No  ambitious 
young  person  is  prepared  to  stay  in  an  area  where  the  prospect  of  being 
rehoused  in  a satisfactory  dwelling  is  so  remote.  In  Elland  we  have  no 
unemployment  problem  and  we  have,  generally  speaking,  a house-proud 
population,  many  of  whom  have  worked  wonders  with  old  and  unfit  houses. 

If  this  town  is  to  grow  and  flourish,  it  may  be  necessary  to  provide  a 

new  town  centre  and  to  provide  better  facilities  with  modem  shops  but 

most  important  of  all  is  the  provision  of  proper  homes  for  people  to 
live  in. 

When  our  slum  clearance  programme  was  introduced  in  1955,  we  tried 
to  be  realistic.  We  did  not  include  in  this  programme  all  the  I4OO 
back-to-back  houses  in  the  area  but  limited  the  programme  to  700  houses, 
slU  of  which  were  at  that  time  unfit,  and  we  spread  the  programme  over 
a period  of  fifteen  years.  We  proposed  to  take  the  first  260  houses  in 
the  first  five  years  and  the  remaining  440  in  the  following  ten  years. 

It  was  anticipated  that  this  programme  would  have  to  be  added  to,  for 
we  had  kept  it  as  small  as  possible,  and  the  Council  were  informed  at 
that  time  that  the  aim  should  be  to  deal  td.th  52  houses  a year.  In  taking 
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the  260  houses j,  we  allowed  for  the  Council  to  be  able  to  provide  for  the 
rehousing  of  approximately  I50  families  in  the  five  years,  assuming  that 
110  houses  would  not  contain  families  requiring  rehousing.  In  the  seven 
years  1955/6lj)  only  176  houses  will  have  been  erected,  or  an  average  of 
25  new  houses  provided  each  year,  less  than  half  the  52  estimated  to  be 
required  when  we  embarked  on  the  programme,  if  the  Council  were  to  rehouse 
a family  from  every  house  which  was  dealt  with.  It  is  fortunate  indeed 
that  a smaller  proportion  of  houses  than  we  estimated  have  contained 
families  which  have  required  rehousing  by  the  Coimcil.  Of  the  houses, 
actually  only  226  have  been  represented  during  this  period.  Fifty -^ive 
of  the  tenants  were  still  awaiting  rehousing  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  47  empty  houses  were  included  in  the  above  figure.  Tenants 
found  their  own  accommodation  in  35  cases,  and  tenants  have  been  rehoused 
by  the  Council  from  only  89  houses. 

A special  meeting  of  the  Housing  Committee  was  held  at  the  end  of 
October,  I960,  and  it  was  resolved  that  the  Committee  should  aim  to  build 
an  average  of  75  dwellings  a year  for  the  next  five  years,  60  of  which 
would  be  in  respect  of  the  slum  clearance  programme.  I hope  very  much 
that  this  policy  will  be  implemented.  This  meeting  followed  our  new 
programme  in  which  we  anticipated  that  262  houses  would  be  dealt  with  in 
the  next  five  years.  This  figure  includes  those  which  we  had  represented 
but  from  which  the  tenants  had  not  been  rehoused  and  so  demolition  had 
not  bean  comfieted.  We  were  sorry  indeed  that  despite  the  larger  number  of 
tenants  rehousing  themselves,  we  did  not  attain  our  programme  in  the  first 
five  years.  With  the  proposed  60  houses,  otir  new,  even  more  modest, 
prcgranime  for  the  next  five  years  should  be  fulfilled  but  there  will  still 
remain  further  extensive  programme  for  the  years  that  lie  ahead.  Our 
programme  in  slum  clearance  must  be  governed  by  the  provision  of  houses. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  I reported  last  year  that  4 areas  in 
Westgate  were  represented  but  consideration  of  these  was  deferred  until 
this  year  as  it  was  generally  agreed  that  these  Westgate  areas  must  be 
taken  in  conjunction  with  the  redevelopment  of  Westgate  as  a whole. 

Situated  as  it  is,  Westgate  is  a particularly  useful  site  for  the  rehousing 
of  people  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  near  to  the  shopping  centre,  and  we 
welcome  the  decision  of  the  Council  to  acquire  the  site  vacated  by  these 
clearance  areas  and  to  make  a compulsory  purchase  order.  The  Inquiry  in 
respect  of  this  Order  was  held  at  the  end  of  September,  and  confirmation 
was  received  in  1961.  As  long  ago  as  195 5 > in  a report  to  the  Council,  I 
pointed  out  that  there  were  very  many  old  people,  single  people,  and  people 
who  only  required  two-bedroomed  houses.  The  first  two  categories  benefit 
very  much  from  being  situated  near  to  the  centre  of  the  town  and  the 
shopping  centre.  Old  people  cannot  walk  very  far  and  enjoy  being  near  to 
the  centre  of  things.  Where  there  are  two  people  without  children,  it  is 
usual  in  this  town  for  both  of  them  to  go  out  to  work  and  they  have  little 
time  for  shopping.  This  applies  also  to  single  people  who  have  to  maintain 
their  houses  and  carry  out  their  work.  We  await  the  re -development  of  the 
Westgate  area  with  the  greatest  possible  interest. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  57  families,  including  those  from  the 
Westgate  area,  were  still  awaiting  rehousing  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
it  was,  of  course,  useless  to  embark  on  further  slum  clearance  procedures 
and  only  nine  houses  were  represented  in  clearance  areas  at  Appleyard 
Farm  and  Road  End.  Seven  of  these  were  unoccupied.  One  individual  house 
in  Stainland  Road,  Greetland,  was  represented  as  being  unfit. 

An  area  that  we  hope  to  deal  with  in  the  next  five  years  is  the 
Southgate  area,  where  there  are  many  unfit  houses  and  where  re -development 
is  obviously  desirable.  When  new  houses  are  being  provided  in  Westgate, 
it  will  give  us  an  opportunity  to  deal  with  areas  in  the  town  centre  and 
to  provide  ground  for  new  and  satisfactory  housing  accommodation  near  to 
the  centre  of  things. 

Elland  is  a compact  little  town,  with  a long  tradition,  whose  people 
are  well  worthy  of  much  more  satisfactory  housing  conditions. 
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Atmospheric  Pollution 


With  the  increase  in  the  number  of  Public  Health  Inspectors^  and  the 
increase  in  usefulness  of  the  pupil  Inspectors,  it  has  at  last  been 
possible  to  ceu'ry  out  a detailed  survey  of  all  the  industrial  boiler 
plfiuits  at  the  factories  in  the  Council's  areao  It  will  be  remembered 
that  under  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  industry  was  given  a 
period  of  seven  years  in  which  to  set  their  house  in  order,  a period  of 
time  when  necessary  alterations  to  plant  could  be  carried  out,  and  I 
reminded  industrialists  last  year  that  half  the  period  had  now  passed. 

As  a result  in  particular  of  the  work  of  Mr,  Smith,  our  qualified  Smoke 
Inspector,  we  have  been  able  to  give  help  to  engineers  and  boiler  men, 
and  informed  notices  have  been  sent  to  firms  contravening  the  Regulations, 
Several  firms  have  taken  advantage  of  the  N,I,F,EoSo  and  the  NoCoB, 
advisory  units  and  we  have  found  a spirit  of  co-operation  which  we  hope 
will  result  in  a material  improvement. 

In  addition,  it  has  been  possible  to  make  more  smoke  observations, 
and  64  recorded  observations  were  .taken.  Over  a hundred  unofficial 
observations  were  also  made.  Work  has  commenced,  too,  on  our  first 
smoke  control  ar«a  work  which  we  hope  will  be  completed  in  1961,  This 
first  area  of  ours  is  in  some  respects  not  a difficult  one  for  it  involves 
Council  property  only,  the  Council  having  decided  that  their  own  housing 
estates  at  Greetland,  Stainland,  Victoria  and  Park  Avenues  should  be  the 
first  houses  in  their  programme  towards  a cleaner  town. 

As  I pointed  out  last  year,  Elland  has  a brickworks  at  one  side  of 
the  town  and  a power  station  at  the  other,  both  of  which  have  given  us 
considerable  cause  for  anxiety.  We  have  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation 
of  Messrs,  Wilkinson's,  who  called  in  the  expert  opinion  of  the  NdoFcEoS, 
in  order  to  investigate  thoroughly  the  smoke  emission  at  this  factory, 
and  this  firm  promised  to  allow  us  to  have  the  information  contained  in 
this  report  and  to  discuss  the  whole  matter  with  them  when  the  report  was 
presented.  At  the  same  time,  the  firm  suggested  the  establishment  of  a 
new  factory  at  Blackley  which  would  be  on  modern  lines  and  from  which 
smoke  emission  would  be  at  a minimum.  This  would  eventually  partially 
replace  their  present  factory.  In  October,  a visit  was  made  by 
members  of  the  Council  and  officials  to  a similar  factory  in  the  Midlands, 
There  was  no  doubt  that  conditions  there  appeared  to  be  very  satisfactory, 
the  emission  never  reaching  Ringelmann  2,  We  could  not  but  be  concerned 
that  at  the  commencement  this  factory  would  be  supplementary  to, and  not 
a replacement  of,  the  existing  factory  but  we  have  to  acknowledge  that, 
within  their  capacity,  and  short  of  closing  down  the  brickworks 
completely,  this  firm  showed  some  anxiety  to  improve  'irhat  we  have 
regarded  as  a serious  nuisance.  The  Alkali  Inspector  was  consulted  on 
several  occasions  as  to  this  nuisance  for  it  will  be  remembered  that  he  is 
responsible  for  the  Woodman  and  Blackley  Works, 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  graphs  which  have  been  included  along  with 
the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  remarks  that  the  greatest  amount  of  Sulphur 
Dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  was  again  in  the  winter  months,  being  at  its 
peak  in  December,  As  a result  of  the  NoIoFoEoS,  report,  which  was 
issued  in  February,  we  hope  that  the  results  for  1961  will  show  some 
improvement  on  these  figures.  It  is  difficult  to  stress  to  members  of 
the  public,  particularly  those  situated  in  the  toim,  that  their  house 
should  be  part  of  a smoke  control  area  when  obvious  emissions  are  taking 
place  from  large  industrial  concerns. 

Meanwhile,  the  new  Elland  Power  Station  causes  us  some  anxiety. 

Although  the  danger  to  health  is  possibly  small,  there  is  no  doubt  about  the 
nuisance  existing  from  deposits  of  ash,  and  a visit  by  a deputation  of  the 
Council  was  made  to  the  Electricity  Works  to  go  into  the  whole  position. 

The  Electricity  Board  had  the  best  advice  available  before  the  Power  Station 
was  erected  and  they  have  expressed  surprise  that  deposits  should  occur 
locally.  Expert  opinion  has  apparently  been  confounded  in  the  selection  of 
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the  sitsp  and  although  the  plant  has  admittedly  a high  degree  of  efficiency, 
the  large  amounts  of  fuel  used  mean  that  there  is  a considerable  deposit 
of  ash  from  only  the  small  percentage  of  fuel  residue  deposited  in  EUand  and 
in  the  neighbouring  borough  of  Brighouse  in  which  I have  an  equal  interest, 

A small  reduction  in  the  ash  content  of  the  fuel  or  a small  improvement  in 
the  plant '>s  efficiency  would  consequently  result  in  a great  improvement 
locally  and  we  shall  welcome  the  promised  help  of  the  Electricity  Board  in 
both  these  directions.  Electricity  is  a modem  essential  and  its  provision 
is  playing  no  small  part  in  the  implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  I am 
sure  that  everything  possible  will  be  done  to  reduce  this  quite  considerable 
local  nuisance.  Unselfishness  is  a praiseworthy  virtue  but  it  is  not 
possible  for  the  residents  of  our  town  to  accept  willingly  large  ash  deposits 
so  that  others  may  have  cleaner  air.  We  ourselves  wish  to  have  clean  air 
for  ourselves,  our  children  and  our  elderly,  often  bronchitic,  folk,  and  we 
shall  seek  still  further  co-operation  from  the  industrialists  and  from  the 
local  Alkali  Inspectorate  in  order  that  Elland  shall  become  one  day  a clean, 
as  well  as  a prosperous  town. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


General , 

The  notifiable  disease  most  prevalent  during  I960  was  Whooping  Cough, 
of  which  34  cases  were  notified. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria,  Dysentery,  Smedlpox, 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  or  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  notified  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation, 

There  has  been  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  Elland  since  1948 , 

I consider  that  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  fall  in  the  incidence  of 
this  disease,  which  is  general  throughout  the  country,  is  partly  due  to 
Diphtheria  immunisation. 

The  number  of  children  who  have  completed  a full  course  of  immunisation 
at  any  time  up  to  the  31st  December,  I960,  is  as  follows

As  with  previous  years,  I give  the  figures  of  children  immunised  in 
two  groups,  the  first  being  children  who  have  received  either  an  initial 
or  a booster  dose  in  the  last  five  years,  and  the  second  those  who  were 
immunised  at  a date  preceding  this.  The  first  group  shows  children  who 
can  be  regarded  as  at  maximum  protection.  It  is  our  aim  to  carry  out 
booster  doses  before  admission  to  the  primary  school  at  the  age  of  five.

Dijtring  I960  , 285  children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria, 
Wliooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  250  of  them  being  under  one  year  of  age.  In 
addition,  110  children  were  given  booster  doses  against  Diphtheria, 
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The  prophylactic  used  was  three  doses  of  1 CoCo  Triple  Vaccine 
(Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  Toxoid  and  Pertussis  Vaccine)  for  children  under 
five  year So  Parents  of  these  children  were  also  given  the  choice  of 
naming  their  children  immunised  separately  for  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough  or  having  a combined  Diphtheria/  Tetanus  or  Whooping  Cough/Tetanus 
injectiono 


Vaccination  against  Smallpoxo 

One  hundred  suid  seventy -^ine  vaccinations  and  eight  re -vaccinations 
were  carried  out  during  the  yearo  This  compares  with  last  year's 
figure  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  primary  and  eighteen  re -vaccinations. 

BoCoGo  Vaccinationo 

BoGoGo  vaccination  was  offered  to  180  thirteen  - year  - old  children. 
Parents  of  only  99  childreup  or  55%  consented  to  this  valuable  measures 
as  compared  with  the  County  average  for  1959  of  61%.  Of  theses  96  were 
tested.  Fifty^one  of  thems  or  53%y  were  found  to  be  positive  reactors 
and  presumably  had  been  exposed  to  the  disease  at  some  timej,  and 
thirty-nine  with  negative  reactions  were  given  B.C.G.  vaccination. 
Thirty-one  children  vaccinated  the  previous  year  were  given  a post- 
Mantoux  test.  All  of  these  were  positive. 

Mantoux  testing  and  vaccination  of  contacts  were  also  carried  out. 

(The  figures  for  contacts  are  Divisional  figures  as  it  is  not  thought 
desirable  to  pin-point  localities). 

Forty -nine  child  contacts  received  skin  tests.  Twenty  of  these  were 
positive  and  twenty -nine  negative.  Thirty -six  children  received  B.C.G. 
vaccination^  including  eleven  newly-bom  babies  not  previously  given  a 
skin  test  and  twenty -five  negative  reactors. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 


During  the  years,  Is, 035  children  in  the  Division  received  two 
injections 9 making  a total  number  of  children  vaccinated  with  two 
injections  of  10j,039  since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme. 

In  additions;  3p642  adults  were  vaccinated  against  Poliomyelitis. 

Third  injections  for  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  continued  at  the  end 
of  a seven-month  intervals,  and  II9499  persons  had  received  three  injections 
bjr  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  figure  given  under  this  section  are  all  Divisional  ones. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES . 


Erysipelas. 

There  were  three  cases  of  Erysipelas  during  the  year. 
Pneumonia. 


Two  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  in  1960j,  and  there  were  nine 
deaths  from  the  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  ten  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  in  Elland  in  I960. 

None  of  the  cases  were  severe 9 and  there  no  complications.  All  were  nursed 
at  home. 
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Twenty -two  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared 
with  193  cases  last  yearo  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease o 

Whooping  Cough 0 

There  were  thirty -four  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  two  in  1959 « 


None  of  the  immunised  children  had  a severe  attack  of  Whooping  Cough* 
Food  Poisoning o 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year* 


F'aerparal  Pyrexia* 

There  was  one  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  notified  during  the  year. 

This  case  was  thought  to  be  due  to  a uterine  infection  and  settled 
quickly  on  Pencillin  treatment,  being  transferred  to  the  Home  Nurse  at 
the  first  rise  in  temperature  which  occurred  on  the  fifth  day  following 
confinement  * 

Tuberculosis  * 


The  statistics  relating  to  Tuberculosis  are  presented  in  tabular  form 
in  Table  12. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925s  nor  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 1936, 
Section  12* 

There  were  eleven  notifications  of  Tuberculosis,  all  of  these  being 
respiratory,  received  during  I960,  as  compared  with  ten  respiratory  cases 
during  1959o  In  two  of  them,  the  diagnosis  was  subsequently  corrected 
to  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung,  so  there  were  only  nine  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
notified*  In  addition,  three  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis 
transferred  into  the  district,  one  of  them  only  staying  a few  weeks,  and 
eight  removed  from  the  district  during  the  year. 

The  system  of  special  contact  cards  has  been  continued  in  the  Division 
and  an  effort  has  again  been  made  for  all  contacts  of  new  cases  to  be 
investigated,  including  the  follow-up  X -ray  examination  at  the  Royal 
Halifax  Infirmary*  Other  contacts  are  followed  up  regularly,  and  as  many 
as  possible  are  X-rayed  whenever  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visits  the 
Division*  The  number  of  known  contacts  at  present  under  observation  in  the 
Elland  Urban  District  is  212  in  respect  of  IO4  respiratory  cases  on  the 
register. 

There  were  two  males  deaths  this  year*  One  of  them  was  a man  of 
seventy -nine  years  of  age,  who  died  of  Heart  Failure*  The  other  was  a man 
of  fifty-foiur  who  suffered  from  a severe  form  of  the  disease  and  died  from 
a haemorrhage. 

Of  the  nine  new  cases,  six  were  male  and  three  female p Two  of  these 
cases,  one  male  and  one  female,  occured  in  children,  aged  three  and  five 
rspectively.  There  were  suffering  from  a juvenile  type  of  the  disease  and 
have  made  good  progress*  Both  were  contacts  of  their  father,  a man  of 
twenty -eight  years.  The  mother  escaped  infection* 

None  of  the  remaining  four  male,  cases  were  severe  ones,  and  all  of 
them  are  now  back  at  work.  As  will  be  seen  from  a reference  to  the  table, 
unlike  our  experience  in  recent  years,  only  one  case  occurred  in  a man 
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over  fifty “five  years  of  ageo  The  remaining  two  female  cases  both 
occured  in  women  of  twenty -eight  years  of  agep  and  both  have  made  good 
progress o 

The  Divisional  Care  Committee  has  now  completed  seven  years o These 
seven  years  have  been  years  of  changes  The  number  of  new  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  are  now  fewer  and  many  of  our  new  cases  have  very  much  shorter 
periods  of  invalidismo  We  have  found  that  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis  who 
have  been  helped  are  often  the  people  who  have  been  helped  before  for  it 
is  the  chronic  cases  who  now  heed  the  most  helpo  Some  of  the  new  cases  who 
have  required  help  have  been  people  who  have  undertaken  extensive 
(sommitments  and  have  often  worked  long  hours  of  overtime  in  order  to  fulfil 
them,  so  that  timely  help  has  been  only  necessary  for  the  physical 
well-being  of  themselves  and  their  families  but  has  given  them  a much- 
needed  improvement  in  morale o It  is  very  sad  when  a long  illness  of  this 
nature  occurs  to  somebody  with  hire  purchase  commitments o So  oftenp  a 
substeuitial  part  of  the  family  income  has  been  committed  a long  way  ahead j, 
presuming  that  the  financial  position  will  remain  the  same,, 

The  help  to  patients  suffering  from  chronic  respiratory  and  chronic 
heart  diseases  is  gradually  increasingo  These  peoplep  toop  are  chronic 
sufferers  who  badly  need  help,  particularly  at  a time  when  many  of  their 
neighbours  and  friends  are  obviously  enjoying  a rising  standard  of 


living o 


The  scope  of  assistance  given  waSp  as  usualp  very  varied*  The 
following  figures  will  give  some  idea  of  its  extents -

In  additionp  other  items p such  as  blankets  and  pillow  cases,  towels, 
a suit,  overcoat  and  food  parcels,  have  been  allocated  to  very  deserving 
cases* 

In  June,  41  patients  and  their  families  had  a very  enjoyable  day  at 
Blackpool*  Lunch  and  tea  were  provided  and  once  again  the  weather  was 
very  kind*  Many  of  the  families  attending  could  not  afford  a holiday 
and  this  trip  ensured  that  they  had  at  least  one  day  by  the  sea*  I am 
sure  that  the  annual  trip  is  beneficial*  It  provides  anticipatory 
uplift  for  several  weeks  before  the  event,  and  a talking  point  for  some 
time  afterwards*  It  is  very  gratifying  to  see  the  response  of  the 
patients  and  their  families  to  this  day^s  outing* 

Tuberculosis  is  a family  matter  and  all  the  family  suffer, 
particularly  when  the  wage  earner  is  affected*  They  all  endure 
unaccustomed  privation  and  a holiday  is  one  of  the  first  things  to  go* 

Not  only  does  the  Committee  help  by  providing  practical  help  for  people 
in  need  but  it  is  able  to  bring  to  our  notice  cases  which  require  help 
and  which  are  unable  to  get  it  from  other  sources*  We  have  been  able  to 
get  finaxijcial  assistance  for  deserving  cases  which  otherwise  would  not  have 
come  out  our  attention* 

At  Christmas  time,  36  parcels  containing  special  fare  were  packed  and 
delivered  to  our  patients®  homes  by  members  of  the  Committee*  The 
recipients  were  very  grateful  for  these  parcels  which  no  doubt  went  a long 
way  to  brightening  up  their  Christmas*  In  addition,  as  in  other  years, 
members  of  the  Committee  adopted  families  of  young  children  and  provided 
toys  for  them* 

Certain  patients  suffering  from  active  Tuberculosis  received  milk 
free  daily  under  the  Extra  Nourishment  Scheme  of  the  County  Council* 

Most  of  them  received  one  pint  but  in  some  cases  two  pints  were  considered 
necessary* 
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Cancer 


There  were  forty-seven  deaths  during  I960,  eighteen  males  and 
twenty-nine  females,  from  some  form  of  malignant  disease.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  AND  CLEANSING 
SUPERINTENDENT  FOR  THE  YEAR  I960. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  sixty. 

This  is  the  first  year  for  some  considerable  time  that  the  Health 
Department  has  been  fully  staffed,  and  as  a consequence  it  has  been 
possible  to  commence  work  that  has  been  rather  overdue.  The  pupil  - 
trainees  completed  their  three  year  building  courses,  and  are  now 
studying  for  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  Certificate. 

In  the  Cleansing  Department  section  the  Council  are  using  modem 
vehicles  which,  together  with  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  for  the  refuse 
collectors,  has  resulted  in  a greatly  improved  service.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  year  the  Depot  was  transferred  to  Lowfields  Works,  and  at 
the  time  of  writing  a scheme  has  been  approved  for  the  provision  of 
a suitable  Cleansing  Depot  with  an  up  to  date  paper  baling  machine, etc® 

Food  Hygiene  and  the  supervision  of  food  premises  have  been  well 
to  the  fore  this  year.  Detailed  reports  on  most  of  the  food  shops  are 
now  to  hand  and  track  is  being  kept  of  food  hawkers  and  vehicles.  It 
will  be  seen  on  reading  the  report  that  many  improvements  have  been 
effected. 

Much  work  has  been  done  in  respect  to  atmospheric  pollution.  A 
survey  has  almost  been  completed  of  all  boiler  plants,  and  the  number 
of  smoke  obseirvations  and  visits  to  factories  has  been  stepped  up. 

Some  firms  have  effected  certain  improvements  or  sought  expert 
technical  advice  from  N.I.F.E.S.  or  the  National  Coal  Board  in  order 
to  reduce  smoke  emissions.  The  majority  of  firms  are  anxious  to 
comply  with  the  Regulations  and  co-operate  with  the  increased  activity 
of  your  Inspectors. 

Several  Clearance  Orders  were  made  during  I960,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  yeeir  55  families  were  awaiting  rehousing.  Foiir  Public  Inquiries 
were  held  by  the  Ministry  in  connection  with  Clearance  Orders  and 
needless  to  say  these  caused  a great  amount  of  work. 

The  Council’s  Slaughterhouses  Report  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
but  a reply  is  still  awaited.  Many  improvements  and  additions, 
including  the  provisions  of  stunning  pens,  have  taken  place  at  one  or 
two  of  the  private  slaughterhouses.  All  meat  killed  in  the  Council’s 
area  is  inspected,  and  it  is  gratifying  also  to  record  a decrease  in 
the  amount  of  disease  found. 

There  is  a steady  increase  in  applications  for  Improvement  Grants 
and  this  work,  done  in  co-operation  with  the  Surveyor,  occupies  more 
and  more  of  your  Inspectors®  time.  On  the  other  hand,  the  issue  of 
Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  continues  to 
decrease . 


Senseless  vandalism  continues  in  the  Public  Conveniences  and  the 
cost  of  repairs  increases  as  a consequence. 


Rodent  Control  is  done  mainly  by  a pupil  - trainee  and  all  the 
Council’s  properties  and  sewers  received  at  least  one  treatment  during 
the  year. 


In  conclusions,  may  I pay  tribute  to  an  enthusiastic  and  heurd-working 
staffs,  and  to  thank  my  fellou  officials s,  Chairmans,  Vice=Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Committee  for  their  support  and  assistance®

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FOOD  HTGIME  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 


The  Food  Hygiene  ( General  ) Regulations  j,  I960 5,  came  into  operation 
on  1st  October,  I96O0  These  amend  and  consolidate  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  1955  to  1957o 

Codes  of  practice  were  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  relating 
to  ; - 

(1)  Transport  and  handling  of  fisho 

(2)  Retail  fish  trade o 

In  December  a report  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  on  the 
condition  and  amenities  of  the  food  stalls  on  the  Market  Square o Detailed 
suggestions  were  given  regarding  each  stall  and  it  was  resolved  1

A total  of  64  officially  recorded  observations  were  taken  in 
addition  to  132  unofficial  observations o 

The  engineers  and  boilermen  of  13  firms  were  interviewed  and 
cautioned  regarding  serious  infringements  of ^he  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted 
Periods)  Regulations 9 1958 and  four  informal  notices  were  sent  under 
Section  30  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  in  respect  of  firms  contravening 
the  Regulations o 

Two  new  underfeed  stokers  were  fitted  to  plant  and  in  one  case  a 
new  Thermffix  Horizontal  boiler  was  installed© 


The  NoIoFcEcSc,  and  the  NcCoB©  advisory  units  were  called  in  by 
several  firms  following  the  visits  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector©  In 
many  instances  this  has  resulted  in  a change  to  more  suitable  fuel,  and 
in  other  cases  faulty  sprinkler  mechanisms  have  been  repaired  or  renewed, 
induced  draught  fans  provided,  mirrors  provided  to  enable  boilermen  to 
see  chimney  top,  etc© 

The  majority  of  firms  are  anxious  to  comply  with  the  Regulations  so 
as  to  keep  boiler  smoke  down  to  a minimum,  and  a renewed  interest  has  been 
revived  in  some  quarters  as  a result  of  the  increased  activity  during  the 
year  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors©

In  September,  S®  Wilkinson  & Sons  Ltdo,  gave  assurances  in  respect  of 
their  Atlas  Works  that  they  were  taking  further  expert  advice  in  the  matter 
of  limiting  smoke  emission  from  these  works®  In  November  a report  was 
submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  detailing  the  position;  drawing  attention 
to  the  views  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  the  Alkali 
Inspectorate  upon  the  matter;  pointing  out  that  the  detailed  report  of 
NoIoFoE.So  following  a comprehensive  survey  undertaken  at  the  works  by  them 
in  September  was  not  yet  to  hand;  and  commenting  upon  the  recent  visits  to 
the  brickworks  of  GoH®  Downing  at  Keeleo  In  respect  of  the  Company®s 
proposal  for  the  establishment  at  Blackley  of  a brickmaking  factory  similar 
to  that  seen  at  Keels,  it  was  hoped  that  a condition  would  be  included 
requiring  the  closing  of  the  existing  Atlas  and  Woodman  Works  within  a 
specified  period® 

Complaints  were  received  as  to  ash  emission  and  noise  from  the 
Central  Electricity  Generating  Board,  Power  Stationo  The  fly--ash  emitted 
on  occasions  is  quite  inert  and  harmless  but  is  a nuisance,  causing  a thin 
white  powdery  deposit  on  property  and  polished  surfaces  such  as  cars® 
Arrangements  were  made  for  the  Ghaiimian  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee,  the  Clerk,  the  Medical  Officer  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
to  visit  the  Station  and  meet  the  officials® 

A commencement  will  be  made  on  the  Smokeless  Zones  in  1961® 

Several  applications  were  received  from  householders  for  grants  to 
enable  them  to  convert  existing  fireplaces  to  smokeless  appliances  prior 
to  the  making  of  a Smoke  Control  Order®  These  could  not  be  granted 
under  present  legislation® 

In  this  respect  the  Council  decided  to  support  the  recommendation 
of  the  West  Riding  Clean  Air  Advisory  Council  pressing  for  an  amendment  of 
the  legislation  so  as  to  enable  grants  to  be  made  irrespective  of  whether 
the  house  was  in  a smokeless  zone  or  not® 

It  is  the  experience  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  that  smokeless 
fuels  generally  in  this  area  are  not  consistent  in  quality  from  one  delivery 
to  another,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  state  of  affairs  is  remedied  before 
Smoke  Control  Areas  are  inaugurated® 

As  is  customary,  graphs  are  appended  showing  figures  for  soot  concen- 
tration, smoke  concentration,  and  sulphur  dioxide  readings®  These  remain 
much  the  same  as  last  year® 

The  equipment  at  Ellen  Royd  and  in  the  Health  Department  provided  for 
these  readings  receive  daily  attention®

A report  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  in  December  regarding 
privy  and  pail  closets  in  the  areaj,  from  which  it  appeared  40  privies  and 
211  pail  closets  still  remained  in  use;  that  many  of  them  could  only  be

converted  to  waterclosets  by  the  installation  of  a septie  tank  and  filter 
involving  the  owner  in  considerable  expense;  that  if  the  Council  would 
agree  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  the  provision  of  septic  tanks  and 
filters  in  such  cases,  as  well  as  to'the  eloset  conversion  only  it  would 
be  an  encouragement  to  the  owners  to  convert;  that  owners  could  not  be 
compelled  to  connect  their  properties  to  a public  sewer  unless  such 
sewer  was  within  100  feet  of  the  property  unless  the  Council  was  prepared 
to  bear  the  entire  cost  of  providing  new  or  extending  their  existing 
sewers  to  within  that  distance;  that,  in  any  event,  it  was  considered 
impracticable  in  some  cases,  to  provide  a sewero 

The  Health  Committee  decided  to  make  a grant  up  to  half  cost  of  the 
provision  of  a septic  tank  and  filter  in  the  above  cases  as  applicable o 

Districts  such  as  Southowram,  Kew  Hill,  Wappy  Springs,  Gatehead,

converted  since  the  scheme  was  put  into  operation  in  1950 o The  Council 
continue  to  pay  half  the  cost  of  the  conversions o It  was  necessary 
to  take  legal  action  against  the  owner  in  the  case  of  the  conversion  of 
one  pail  closet,  and  another  pail  closet  was  converted  in  connection 
with  an  Improvement  Grant o 

22  water  closets  in  Clearance  Areas,  etco,  were  demolished  as 
a result  of  action  taken  under  the  Housing  ActSo 

23  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  waterclosets  compared 
with  33  in  1959o  Ten  of  these  were  converted  in  connection  with 
Improvement  Grants,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  estimated  number  of 
waste  water  closets  remaining  was  153 o The  accuracy  of  this  figure 
is  doubtful,  and  a survey  is  being  made  in  order  to  have  an  accurate 

list  of  these  conveniences o Almost  all  the  waste  water  closets  converted 
are  in  the  Elland  area,  the  privies  and  pail  closets  converted  being 
in  the  Stainland  area  and  the  outer  districts o 

In  all  37  conversions  were  carried  out  in  I960,  compared  with  57 
in  1959  and  35  in  1958,  and  owing  to  this  steady  rate  of  conversions, 
it  has  generally  not  been  considered  necessary  to  serve  legal  notices 
to  speed  up  the  worko  The  number  of  pail  closets,  privies  and 
tippler  closets  is  progressively  decreasing,  and  there  are  now  only 
211  pail  closets,  40  privies  and  153  tippler  closets  left,  most  of 
which  cannot  be  readily  converted o 

Tenants  in  the  older  parts  of  the  town  have  still  in  many  instances 
to  share  at  sanitary  accommodation,  and  also  to  walk  a considerable 
distance  to  ito 

The  publicity  given  to  Improvement  Grants  is  causing  more  householders 
to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  improve  their  property  by  providing 
indoor  sanitationo

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Some  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  the  unsewered  parts  of 
the  district  by  the  provision  of  septic  tanks  and  filters ^ thus  allowing 
waterclosets  to  be  providedj  and  in  some  cases^  bathrooms  alsoo 

A considerable  amount  of  drainage  work  has  been  carried  out  in 
connection  with  Improvement  Grants,  conversions,  etc,»,  and  also  the 
reconstruction  and  repair  of  defective  drains » This  type  of  work 
appears  to  be  on  the  increase o 

In  addition  to  conversions  and  Improvement  Grant  work,  there  have 
been  the  usual  number  of  complaints  of  faulty  or  stopped  drains,  and 
in  connection  with  these,  148  inspections  were  made,,  Use  was  made  of 
colour,  volatiles  and  smoke  in  the  testing  of  these  drains o Again 
much  time  has  been  devoted  to  problems  of  drainage o 

Legal  notices  under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936 
were  served  on  the  owners  of  two  properties o The  work  was  completed  by 
the  owners o Two  legal  notices  under  Section  39  of  the  Public  Health

In  January,  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government  held  a Public 
Inquiry  in  respect  of  12  houses  in  Wellgate,  Greetland,  the  subject  of  a 
Clearance  Order  made  by  the  Gotmcil  in  1959 o This  was  later  confirmed 

by  the  Minister  without  modification®  Three  applications  for  well- 
maintained  pajrments  were  dismissed® 

A Public  Inquiry  was  also  held  in  January  regarding  11  houses  in 
Elland  Lane,  these  also  having  been  made  a Clearance  Order  by  the  Council 
in  1959o  Here  the  Ministry's  Inspector  recommended  confirmation  of 
the  order  without  modification  and  that  good  maintenance  payments  be 
made  in  respect  of  three  houses®  The  Minister  however,  decided  after 
careful  consideration,  that  Noel48  Elland  Lane,  which  is  an  owner  - 
occupied  house,  be  excluded  from  the  Order® 

In  June  a Hearing  was  held  regarding  the  Appleyard  Farm  Clearance 
Order®  The  owner,  whilst  agreeing  that  the  houses  were  unfit,  wished 
to  use  them  for  non-  domestic  purposes®  This  appeal  was  dismissed 
and  the  Minister  subsequently  confirmed  the  Order  without  modification® 

Several  owners  appealed  against  the  Westgate  Clearance  Orders  and 
a Public  Inquiry  was  held  in  September®  The  result  of  this  has  not 
been  received  at  the  time  of  writing  ( March,  1961)® 

The  Road  End  ( Greetland  ) Clearance  Area  was  declared  in  respect 
of  six  empty  derelict  cottages®  No  Order  was  made,  as  negotiations 
are  proceeding  with  the  owner  to  purchase  the  site  for  road  widening

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  public  cleansing  of  the  district,  apart  from  street  cleansing 
and  gully  emptying,  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Health  Department* 

This  work  includes  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse,  the 
emptying  of  dustbins,  pail  closets  and  privies,  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  a limited  amount  of  trade  refuse,  mainly  from  shops  and 
markets  * 

Th®  collection  of  house  refuse  is  now  on  a weekly  basis  and  is  a 
good  and  satisfactory  service  due  to  the  inauguration  of  a bonus  scheme 
to  the  refuse  collectors  and  to  the  adoption  of  modem  refuse  collection 
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vehicles o During  the  year  the  old  2 ton  Bedford  was  replaced  by  a 
modern  3 ton  Karri ero  This  vehicle  is  built  with  an  enclosed  tank  in 
addition  to  the  refuse  body  and  is  useful  on  outer  districts  where 
the  pails  can  be  emptied  ijato  the  tank  and  the  dustbins  into  the  body 
thus  avoiding  two  journeys o

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a five  “ day  working  week  was  adopted 
for  the  Council” s employeesp  and  as  a result  no  public  cleansing  work 
is  done  on  Saturday  mornings o 


On  the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  an 
incentive  bonus  scheme  was  adopted  based  on  a bonus  of  2d  per  bin  \ 
emptied  in  excess  of  a basic  number  of  2.600  bins  by  each  team  of  4 men 
and  a driver  during  each  42  hour  week  of  5 dayso  Up  to  the  time  of 

writing  this  has  proved  a success  and  has  resulted  in  an  improved 
service  at  rather  less  cost  to  the  Councilo 


The  Council  administers  a Municipal  Dustbin  sehemsp  and  during  the 
year  512  dustbins  were  provided  to  premises  at  a cost  to  the  Council  of 
£602.

Condemned  meat  is  collected  and  delivered  to  Mitchell  and  Broadbent’s 
factory  in  Halifax,  where  it  is  processed  into  non-edible  materials.  The 
Council  refund  to  the  occupiers  of  the  slaughterhouses  any  'income  derived 
from  the  sale  of  condemned  meato 

A report  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  in  July  on  the 
slaughterhouse  facilities  in  the  Council “s  area  in  accordance  with  the 
Slaughterhouses  Act  1958  ( Slaughterhouse  Reports  Direction  1959  )» 

There  is  no  public  slaughterhouse  in  the  area  and  the  needs  of  the  district 
are  easily  met  by  the  existing  seven  private  slaughterhouses. 

All  the  organisations  interested  had  been  consulted  on  the  proposals 
and  there  were  no  objections.  The  Council  recommend  that  1st.  July, 

1962  be  the  "appointed  day"  for  the  new  construction  regulations  to  apply 
to  all  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  A detailed  report  of  each 
slaughterhouse  was  set  out  in  the  Schedule. 


The  Health  Committee  approved  the  Report  which  was  duly  forwarded  to 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food. 


No  approval  of  the  Report  had  been  received  from  the  Ministry  by 
April,  1961 o 

One  new  application  for  a Slaughterhouse  Licence  was  received. 
Before  the  Licence  was  granted  the  owner  complied  with  all  the  new 
construction  Regulations  and  also  provided  a proper  stunning  pen. 


Another  slaughterhouse  owner  has  already  carried  out  extensive 
additions  and  alterations  in  order  to  conform  to  the  Regulations. 


RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT.  1951. 

The  provifaxons  of  this  Act  are  administered  by  the  Health  Committee 
through  its  public  health  inspectors. 


The  Act  forbids  the  use  of  certain  filling  materials  for 
upholstering,  stuffing  of  beddings,  toys,  baby  carriages,  etc.,  except 
on  premises  registered  by  the  local  authority.  Premises  where  rag 
flock  is  stored  or  manufactured  must  be  licensed. 


Provisions  are  incorporated  to  prevent  the  sale  or  use  of  unclean 
filling  materials,  and  regulations  have  been  made  giving  standards  of 
cleanliness.

It  was  necessary  to  report  to  the  Health  Committee  a major  infestation 
of  rats  at  an  Agriculturalists  Trading  Society^,  and  it  was  decided  to 
serve  a notice  under  Sec©  4 of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Actj,  1949® 
Steps  were  eventually  taken  by  the  occupiers  to  rat  proof  the  premises 
and  to  comply  with  the  Council “s  requirements® 

All  the  sewers  in  the  Council ®s  area  were  treated  once  during  the 
year®  123  baiting  points  were  laidp  and  4S  were  taken®  It  is  estimated 
that  98  rats  were  killed  in  the  sewers®  The  treatment  was  not  too 
successful  as  heavy  rains  interfered  with  th©  baits  shortly  after 
baiting®  A further  treatment  will  be  arranged  as  early  as  possible  in 
1961©

Acts  include  the  annual  licensing  of  premises  where  stocks  of  petroleum 
or  petroleum  mixtures  are  keptc,  and  the  inspection  and  testing  of  all 
new  petrol  pumps  and  installations  for  the  storage  of  petrol® 

Sixty  - one  licences  were  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  the 
storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit and  one  licence  was  issued  for  the  storage 
of  Petroleum  Mixtures® 
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In  November  a report  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  upon 
questions  relating  to  the  bulk  storage  of  petrol,  the  provision  of 
underground  tanks  and  petrol  pumps  and  the  conveyance  of  petrol 
by  road.  These  forming  a Model  Code  governing  the  principles  of 
construction  and  licensing  in  respect  of  the  bulk  storage  of  petroleum 
spirit. 


The  Model  Code  was  approved  and  adopted  to  apply  immediately  to 
new  installations  and  to  existing  installations  as  from  1st  January, 
1962. 


All  the  petroleum  installations  were  inspected  before  the  end 
of  the  year  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Fire  Service,  and  a copy 
of  the  requirements  necessary  to  comply  with  the  Regulations  sent  to 
each  licence  holder. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  care  and  upkeep  of  the  Public  Conveniences  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Health  Committee.  An  employee  is  engaged  full  time  on  cleansing 
of  the  lavatories  and  collecting  of  the  coins  from  the  locks.  More 
wilful  damage  than  ever  has  taken  place  during  the  year  and  although  this 
is  reported  to  the  Police,  there  seems  to  be  no  effective  way  of  curbing 
this  vandalism  which  becomes  a cost  on  the  rates  in  repairs  and 
replacements ,

AGRICULTURAL  PREMISES. 

It  was  possible  during  the  year  to  make  a start  with  a survey  of 
agricultural  premises  as  required  by  the  Agricultural  ( Safety,  Health 
and  Welfare  Provisions  ) Act,  1956.  This  is  in  connection  with  the 
provision  of  proper  sanitary  conveniences  and  washing  facilities  for 
agricultural  workers.  The  survey  will  be  completed  in  1961.

The  Ministry  in  reply  suggested  that  the  Council  use  the  revised

Periodic  visits  are  made  to  hairdressers  shops  with  a view  to 
securing  compliance  with  the  Byelaws* 


CARAVANS 


New  legislation  during  the  year  included  the  ” Caravan  sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960  ” * The  Clerk  reported  on  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  in  so  far  as  they  affected  the  Health 
Committee* 

One  application  was  received  for  a site  licence  in  the  light  of 
the  new  Model  Standards  prescribed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government*  This  was  in  respect  of  16  caravans  and  was  granted 
subject  to  the  conditions  being  complied  with*
